is 
aflame with emblems of joy this aft­ 
ernoon. 
The prince of the Austrias 
and heir to the throne of Spain, was 
born shortly before I o ’clock. 
W ith­ 
in five m inutes the announcement had 
been flashed to every point in the 
kingdom where wires are strung, and 
as the royal flag was flung 
to yin 
m ast head at the top of the palace 
the guns in the fortress began to 
boom a salute to the new monarch. 
Every person in Madrid stopped at 
the first shot and breathlessly count­ 
ed. 
Would the gunner fire fifteen 
tim es and stop, announcing the a r­ 
rival of a girl, or would lie proceed to 
twenty-one, thus announcing a boy? 
At the end of the fifteenth shot the 
great cities stood still in the quiet­ 
ness of the grave. 
Would the six­ 
teenth come? 
A moment of silence 
was broken by the cannon’s roar, and 
a great shout, like the roar of all the 
oceans rolled into one wave breaking 
on G ibraltar, rose from the city. The 
people didn’t wait to count twenty- 
one. 
They knew the child was a boy 
as soon as the sixteenth gun was 
fired. 
Immediately all Spain broke 
into revelry with all the abandon of 
a Latin race and Victoria's future 
happiness was 
assured. 
Had 
the 
child been a girl the peculiarities of 
the race would have made her hus­ 
band and the people turn with ani­ 
mosity toward her. but now' she is the 
idolized queen of their hearts. 
The babe has been named Alphon- 
so and will so be christened. 
During 
the night the queen giving signs of 
approaching events, messengers were 
dispatched to the prime m inisters and 
court dignitaries. 
They gathered at 
the palace. 
During the early m orn­ 
ing the doctors announced th at the 
queen s condition was normal 
and 
satisfactory. 
The king rem ained at 
her bedside. 
At 8 o’clock this m orn­ 
ing the king canceled a meeting of 
the council of m inisters, and by IO 
o ’clock functionaries representing the 
power .md nobility of Spain had g ath ­ 
ered in the apartm ents set apart for 
the official ceremonies.

was l>orn at 12:45 and the announce­ 
ment was immediately made Ui the 
assemblage. 
As soon as the child 
was dressed it was placed In a little 
basket upon a golden salvor. 
The 
king, bearing the precious 
burden, 
presented his son to the prime m in­ 
ister who officially announced his sex. 
Minister Collier,

United States, was among the officials 
present.

Caledonia Fisherm en Get 36 Trout 
of Unusual Proportions, Says

first time every ambassador in the j 
corps with a single exception will re­ 
main in the United States. 
The ex­ 
ception is Baron Mayor Des Blan­ 
ch es, the Italian representative. Even 
lie would remain hut for the fact that 
important b u sin ess calls him to Italy. 
It relates to the efforts of the Roman 
government to establish a plan of 
co-operation with the United States! 
in the matter of Italian immigration 
to America, so that both countries 
may be satisfied with the conditions 
under which this increasing stream 
of humanity moves.
